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Survey: Nearly nine in 10 grads plan to move back home

NEW YORK Getting a degree used to be a stepping- 
stone to limitless career opportunities. Now it’s 
more of a hiatus from living under your parents’ roof 

Stubbornly high unemployment— nearly 
15 percent for those ages 20-24— has made find- 
ing a job nearly impossible. And without a job, 
there’s nowhere for 20 -somethings to go but back 
to their old bedrooms. It’s the boomerang effect 
on steroids. 

“This recession has hit young adults particular- 
ly hard,” said Rich Morin, senior editor at the Pew 
Research Center in Washington, D.C. 

So hard that a whopping 85 percent of college 
seniors planned to move back home with their 
parents after graduation in May, according to a 
poll by Twentysomething Inc., a marketing and 


research firm based in Philadelphia. That rate has 
steadily risen from 67 percent in 2006. 

“It’s peaking at levels we have not seen before,” 
said David Morrison, managing director and 
founder of Twentysomething. 

Alallory Jaroski, 22, graduated from Penn State 
University in May but has been living at home 
with her mother while looking for a job in press 
relations. “It’s not bad living with my mom, but 
I feel like a little kid. I have a little bed, a little 
room,” she says. 

Jaroski thought she would stay for the summer. 
But like many others, she’s found her stay becom- 
ing significantly longer. 

“There’s almost an expectation that kids will 
move back home; there is no stigma attached,” 
Morrison said. “The thought now is to move 


home for six to 12 months, but in reality those 
young adults will be home for a year and a half or 
longer. Even if they have jobs, they are living at 
home.” 

Jessie Sawyer, 23, graduated in May 2009 and 
moved back home with her parents while she 
looked for a job. She since has been hired by The 
Register Citizen, a daily newspaper in Connecti- 
cut, but has yet to move out of her parents’ home. 

“I’m trying to save up to move out,” she said. 
But “the new job is 10 minutes from where I live, 
so it’s convenient.” 

Even though living with her parents comes with 
rules and restrictions. Sawyer said it’s a small price 
to pay for the comfort and convenience of home. 

“My parents have been really supportive, so if 
they ask me to do something Hke wash the dishes 
I feel Hke it’s reasonable,” she said. 

The job picture for recent grads may be bright- 
ening, however. Employers expect to hire 13.5 per- 
cent more new grads from the class of 2011 than 
they hired from the class of 2010, according to a 
new study conducted by the National Association 
of Colleges and Employers. 

And that’s good news beyond just employment. 
These boomerang years are “a Hfe interrupted,” 
Morrison said. “Time on the job is important, and 
you won’t get that time back.”

Yahoo stock soared 
6 percent on the re- 
port by the Wall Street 
Journal, which cited 
“people familiar with 
the matter.” Shares had 
risen 15 percent in pre- 
market trade. 

The report said that 
Silver Lake Partners and 
Blackstone Group LP are 
among the private eq- 
uity firms considering a 
purchase of Yahoo. 

AOL likely would need 
help with the financing, 
as its market capitaliza- 
tion of $2.68 billion is 
about one-ninth the size 
of Yahoo’s market cap of 
$20.56 billion. 

ThinkEquity analyst 
Aaron Kessler said a po- 
tential merger provides 
a catalyst for driving 
Yahoo’s “inexpensive” 
shares-a catalyst that 
does not otherwise ex- 
ist. In his note to inves- 
tors, Kessler also wrote 
that a merger would 
“provide clear revenue 
and operating syner- 
gies on both display and 
search” 

But there also are 
negatives, the analyst 
said, such as the fact 
that a merger would 
overshadow Yahoo’s im- 
proved bottom line per- 
formance that Kessler 
projects for 2012. 

He also referred to the 
report that Yahoo might 
sell its 40 percent stake 
in Alibaba and said this 
would be a bad idea, 
since the Chinese on- 
line trading platform is 
Yahoo’s “most valuable 
long-term asset.” cnn

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Teen pleads guilty in slaying 
of former CLTV host’s parents

One of two teens charged in the 2009 
slayings of the parents of former CLTV 
talk show host Garrard McClendon 
pleaded guilty Thursday to the crimes. 

Gregory Brooks, 19, had been 
charged with murder, auto theft, rob- 
bery burglary and confinement in the 
deaths of Ruby McClendon, 76, and 
Milton McClendon, 78, both of Ham- 
mond, Ind. 


Brooks pleaded guilty today before 
Lake County Ind., Judge Clarence Mur- 
ray authorities said. 

Brooks’ co-conspirator, 18 -year-old 
Reo Thompson— who had faced the 
same charges as Brooks— is scheduled to 
appear in court Tuesday but authorities 
could not say Thursday whether he too 
would plead guilty in the slayings. 

The McClendons’ bodies were found 
Oct. 19 in a Cook County forest pre- 


serve near Calumet City, 111 . The hus- 
band and wife both suffered gunshot 
wounds to the head. 

The couple’s Cadillac was found 
abandoned on the Dan Ryan Express- 
way two days later. Police said they 
found the McClendons’ home, in the 
1000 block of Field Street in Ham- 
mond, ransacked and covered in blood. 

Brooks is scheduled to be sentenced 
Nov 10.

GUBERNATORIAL CANDIDATES CLASH OVER TAXES, JOB CREATION

Democratic Gov. Pat Quinn and Republi- 
can state Sen. Bill Brady clashed on taxes 
and jobs Thursday night during a debate in 
southern Illinois. 

With less than three weeks before the 
Nov. 2 election, Brady repeatedly criti- 
cized Quinn for proposing an income tax 
increase to help balance the out-of-whack 
state budget. 

“Clearly, the most dangerous place in Il- 
linois to be is between Gov Quinn and a 
tax hike proposal,” Brady said during the 
debate hosted by Southern Illinois Univer- 
sity at Carbondale. “But the truth of the 
matter is we cannot raise taxes.” 

Quinn said he has cut the budget and 
that more belt-tightening must happen. 


And Quinn suggested that Brad/s pro- 
posed “radical, severe cuts in education” 
would total more than $1.2 billion and in- 
sisted that a generation of children cannot 
be sacrificed. 

“The only way we will recover is to have 
faith in everyday people,” said Quinn, who 
touted President Obama’s endorsement in 
the contest. 

Green Party candidate Rich Whitney, 
of Carbondale, accused his foes of relying 
on “fantasy economics” and said the state 
cannot cut its way out “unless we want to 
eviscerate the public sector.” He called for 
a “forensic audit” of state spending to de- 
termine how the state spends money and 
said the state should tax Chicago’s finan- 
cial exchanges. Auditor General Bill Hol- 


land has said such an audit would cost the 
state milHons of dollars. 

With the economy lagging and unem- 
ployment still high in Illinois, Quinn and 
Brady each sought to portray himself as 
the best candidate to create jobs. 

Quinn pointed to Ford expanding its 
plant on Chicago’s South Side as proof he 
has been able to attract jobs to the state. 
The governor criticized Brady for wanting 
to “slash” funding for a $io-an-hour jobs 
program for which Quinn recently ear- 
marked $75 million. 

Brady said Quinn is using taxpayer dol- 
lars for the Put Illinois to Work program 
as a campaign ploy Brady said Illinois con- 
tinues to be in recession and pointed to job 
losses since Quinn took as governor. 


Prosecutors call Blago claim ‘baseless’

Federal prosecutors denied claims by Rod 
Blagojevich that they acted improperly dur- 
ing their investigation of him as well as in 
his trial, and charged that it was the former 
governor and his defense team who Fed. 

In its response Thursday, the govern- 
ment objected to Blagojevich’s bid to 
throw out the lone count of conviction 
from his trial this summer. The jury dead- 


locked on 23 other counts; a retrial could 
take place as soon as January 

In a motion last month, Blagojevich and 
his lawyers alleged that a “plethora of er- 
rors” led to his conviction for lying to the 
FBI. 

On Thursday, prosecutors countered by 
telling the court that it was overwhelming 
evidence that led to the conviction, not 
trial errors. The government called claims 


of prosecutorial misconduct “completely 
baseless.” 

“The defendant’s allegations of miscon- 
duct are just broad statements or rhetori- 
cal questions that make for nice quotes in 
newspaper articles, but are completely un- 
founded,” prosecutors wrote. The accusa- 
tions are just a shield to distract the public 
from Blagojevich’s own misstatements, 
prosecutors said.

CTA: No bus 
problems in 
post-crash 
review

No problems have been xxncovered with the 
steering mechanism or other operating systems 
on a CTA bus that went out of control on Lake 
Shore Drive last weekend, jumped the curb and 
smashed into trees, injuring more than 35 passen- 
gers, according to results of a preliminary exami- 
nation released Thursday 

But CTA officials said they cannot conduct 
further, more invasive tests because of a court or- 
der stemming from a lawsuit filed this week by an 
injured passenger. 

The court order requires the transit agency 
to preserve the bus in its current, post-accident 
condition. CTA lawyers have asked a Cook 
County Circuit Court judge for permission to re- 
sume the inspection as soon as possible. At that 
time, inspectors plan to disassemble the steering 
equipment and other parts of the bus, officials 
said. 

A further examination of the “black box” 
event recorder on the bus also is on hold until a 
judge gives permission to retrieve the data, offi- 
cials said. 

The 57-year-old bus driver tested negative for 
drugs and alcohol, and she has been cooperating 
with the investigation, transit officials said. 

The driver told bus operator union officials 
that she used all her strength to try to straighten 
out the accordion-style bus after it started veer- 
ing to the right on Lake Shore Drive near Inter- 
state 55 on Saturday

Runaway 

McBride 

Fire player nearing end of 17-year pro career 


Brian McBride, whose career took him from 
elementary school playgrounds in Arlington 
Heights to stardom in international soccer, is 
down to the final eight days of a ly-season pro 
career: a home game against D.C. United on 
Saturday and the Oct. 23 game against Chivas 
USA in L. A. 

As his former teammates and coaches use 
words like “professionalism ... respect for the 
game ... work ethic ... old school ... fearless” to 
describe the 38-year-old player who became 
the third leading scorer in US. national team 
history McBride feels compelled to set part 
of the record straight. 

Truth be told, McBride said, he had the 
ego literally beaten out of him about three 
decades ago. 

This was the time when the 9 -year-old Mc- 
Bride was the best player on the schoolyard 
and let everyone know it. 

Finally, after scoring a goal and “running 
around yapping as usual,” several members of 
his own team jtxmped on McBride and began 
whaling away 

“I found out later why they had done it, and 
it changed me,” McBride said after a recent 
practice at Toyota Park. 

“Ever since then, I tried to make sure I 


would stay humble and still be driven,” he 
said. 

Last year, his second with the Fire, McBride 
missed eight games after shoulder surgery but 
still led the team in scoring. This season, he is 
the No. 2 scorer. 

Among his 30 goals in 95 games with the 
national team, none were more dramatic than 
two in the 2002 World Cup: a diving header 
for the decisive goal in the opening-round 
upset of Portugal and the winning goal in the 
second round against Mexico on a counterat- 
tack finished by McBride. 

“I will always remember the classy goal 
against Portugal and the courageous perfor- 
mance against Italy,” McBride’s national team 
coach Bruce Arena said. 

McBride, a father of three girls, plans to 
start soccer camps teaching all aspects of the 
attacker’s game. 

Many say he still has the ability to give MLS 
defenders occasional lessons for a few more 
years. 

“I have no second thoughts,” he said. “Un- 
less I can do it at the top level and be a good 
example for not only my teammates but out 
of respect for the sport, I don’t think it would 
be right to continue.”

For better or worse, the stxints found in the 
“Jackass” movie franchise don’t require a lot 
of time or thought. 

“We got an amazing bit in this movie,” says 
Johnny Knoxville, star of “Jackass 3-D,” which 
opens Friday “It was a rainy day; what we were 
going to shoot outside didn’t go down and {di- 
rector Jeff Tremaine] and I were like, ‘What 
do you want to do?’ And we said, ‘^ 5 Cbll, we 
have some tubes of crazy glue. Let’s just get 
everyone around the table and see what hap- 
pens.’ And yeah! It cost like $2, and for just $2, 
we got a lot of funny stuff” 

Says Tremaine, “For the most part, the fun- 
niest stuff to us is the cheapest backyard crap.” 

Obviously fans don’t need a plot summary 
going into “Jackass 3-D.” The scenario is the 
same as its predecessors: Knoxville, Bam 
Margera, Steve-O and other risk- takers of im- 
pressive courage and debatable talent subject 
themselves to a variety of extreme pranks and 
stunts. This time in 3-D! 

At Columbia College, L.A.-area residents 
Knoxville, 39, and Tremaine, 44, talked about 
pain, danger and why women usually can’t get 
in on the “Jackass” action. 

Why did you want to make another 
“Jackass” movie? 

Johnny Knoxviiie: Because we love it, man! 
You just get this overwhelming urge, and you 
start thinking about it all the time, and you 
gotta get it out of your system. 

Is it iike how some writers wake up in the 
middie of the night and say, “Yes! That’s a 
briiiiant idea, i have to do it”? 

JK: I don’t know if we ever think our ideas 
are brilliant. 

What wili 3-D add to the “Jackass” 
experience? 

JK; It makes you feel Hke you’re in the scene 
with us. It really heightens it for the pranks 
and stunts. 


Do peopie want to be cioser to a fiying Porta- 
Potty? 

JK: Absolutely Why not? 

Jeff Tremaine: It’s awesome. Because it’s 
awesome! 

What’s the most scared you’ve ever been? 

JK: Wth “Jackass”? I don’t know Any 
time you work with bulls, it’s pretty scary 
I climbed a tree in this one and sawed the 
tree down while I was on top of it. That one 
got to me ’cause I was up in the tree for a 
long time, and I realized that I’m not that 
psyched about heights when I’m dressed as 
Santa Claus up a tree and getting ready to get 
chopped down in it. 

What do you guys pay in insurance? 

JK: A lot! Yeah, it’s most of our budget. 

JT: A bunch of the zeroes on our budget go 
to that. 

JK: The insurance and lube eats up a lot of 
the budget. 

What do you guys say if someone comes up 
to you and says, “You guys are stupid” or 
“You oniy do it for stupid peopie”? 

JT:You can’t defend that it’s not stupid. 

What am I gonna do, be offended by that? 
^^’re proud of how stupid it is. 

JK: I never try to talk anybody out of their 
opinion. ’Cause, why? If someone doesn’t 
like it, they don’t like it, and that’s fine with 


Steve-O said he didn’t want to risk 
paraiysis or death, but you need to risk that. 
Do you get extra stimuiation the more 
danger you can achieve? 

JK: I guess I don’t need to, but I guess the 
movie needs me to. I guess I need to. 

JT: It isn’t if you need to or not, it’s what you 
can do. 

JK:We were having a conversation before the 
movie and you were like, “We need the big 
moments where we risk life or limb. What, 
is there like four or five in the last movie? 

You only need four or five in this movie.”

JT: We did this show called “Nitro Circus” 
that had a bunch of gnarly stunts, and one 
of the girls was a really talented motorcycle 
rider. If they had super skills, we’d use ’em, 
but for the most part, it’s not funny when a 
girl gets hurt, in our view You can’t kick them 
in the nuts. It’s not fair. 

What do you teii your kids about what dad 
does foraiiving? 

JK: I have a 14-year-old daughter now, and 
she kind of grew up around it. I wouldn’t let 
her see most of the stuff 


JT: She used to be sweet, too. Now she’s evil. 
JK: She loves going after Jeff It’s one of her 
favorite things in life, attacking Jeff Pranking 
Jeff 

JT: And she’s smarter than me. 

What’s something she’s done? 

JT: Can I tell the Dimitry story? 

JK: Oh, sure. 

JT: She was so kind to bring me a beer once. I 
was over at his house. 

JK: We were baby-sitting them the day be- 
fore, her and her buddy, andjeff brought the 
water hose in the house and squirted them. 
And so she was pissed. So then he comes over 
to the house the next day, and he keeps going, 
“Madison! Get me a beer!” [Claps twice.] You 
can resume. 

JT: So she went to get me the beer, but I didn’t 
realize she stopped to visit with [“Wld Boyz” 
co-creator] Dimitry [Elyashkevich] before I 
got the beer. And Dimitry went outside and 
poured half the beer out and filled the rest 
up with his own urine, and he gave the bottle 
to Madison, and she was very happy to serve 
me that beer. She waited around really quiet, 
talked to me Hke nothing was up. So I guzzled 
the beer. I got a lot of it in there; I drink fast. 
JK:He was puking in the sink. 

JT: I threw up, and she thought that was 
funny

As you may or may not have heard, the global 
financial system crashed in 2008. With narra- 
tion from Matt Damon, documentarian Charles 
Ferguson (of the excellent Iraq War doc “No End 
in Sight”) seeks to explain how it all happened 
through interviews with elected officials, financial 
experts and a few wronged citizens in the U.S. and 
other countries, including China and Iceland. 

The buzz: Don’t worry if you think you don’t 
understand economics; Ferguson has a remark- 
able gift for explaining complex issues in a 
straightforward way that clarifies but doesn’t 
oversimplify: He also doesn’t let subjects off the 


hook, frequently responding to blatant wishy- 
washiness with comments such as, “Forgive me, 
but that’s clearly not true.” 

The verdict: Sickening and perfectly accessible, 
“Inside Job” deconstructs the culture of greed and 
dishonesty in the financial sector that stretched 
into politics and collectively shot the entire planet 
in the foot. Like many tragedies, this is one that 
could have been prevented. The movie goes easy 
on the media that didn’t report on the lapses in 
regulatory action and offers little in the way of so- 
lutions, other than the obvious caU to get the same 
old crooks out of Washington and WaU Street now

Thanks to %uTube and an outrageous barrage of F- 
bombs, hilariously profane outtakes from Jack Rebney’s 
1989 sales video for Winnebago motor homes have earned 
Rebney a particular kind of celebrity Yet no one seems 
to know anything about the guy so documentarian Ben 
Steinbauer aims to track down 
Rebney to find out what he’s doing 
and why his notorious video de- 
picts him as so relentlessly angry 
The buzz: A favorite at film 
fests across the continent, the film 
features Michael Gera’s impres- 
sion of Rebney and aims to contextualize the accidental 
legend along with other mocked Internet celebs, such as 
Ghyslain Raza, the “Star Wars Kid” whose public ridicule 
resulted in a $250,000 settlement. 

The verdict: Rebney won’t talk about himself, so 
Steinbauer learns almost nothing and the movie lacks 
insight while circling around its purpose. That doesn’t 
mean it’s not considerably entertaining. As a strange 
counterpart to “Catfish,” “Winnebago Man” also raises 
questions about cyber bullying and whether someone’s 
footage is still funny if we sympathetically see them 
as a person and not just as an object of entertainment. 
The film lacks a point of view, but it sure establishes 
the catharsis in watching a guy speak his mind with 
brutal honesty at all times.

When Aaron Johnson walked in to audition 
for “Nowhere Bo}^” which centers on John 
Lennon’s teenage years, the film’s director 
instantly felt the young actor exhibited the 
same intensity and swagger as the music leg- 
end. 

“I had a pretty good instinct right away 
that he was going to be Lennon,” Sam Taylor- 
Wood said. 

The 43 -year-old director and her 20 -year- 
old star fell in love during the production and 
now are engaged with a child. But during a 
recent interview at L.A.’s Chateau Marmont, 
Johnson seemed perplexed by the fact that 
their May-December romance is getting so 
much attention with the Friday release of the 
film. 

“It really doesn’t {bleeping} matter at all,” 
the actor said. “It doesn’t matter what age 
you are, what race you are, what sex you are. 
If you’re in love, you’re in love. I think society 
sadly is still against women in so many ways. 
It’s so {bleeping} sexist.” 

It seems that Johnson— best known for 
his starring role in “Kick-Ass”— doesn’t re- 
ally care about living up to any sort of societal 
norm, especially in Hollywood. In fact, he 
said, when he meets strangers, he rarely re- 
veals his profession. 

“When people say, ‘What do you do?’ I hate 
{bleeping} saying I’m an actor,” he said. “Ev- 
eryone just associates them with wankers, you 
know what I mean?” 


Johnson takes the job of being an ac- 
tor quite seriously however. He spent two 
months preparing to play a young Lennon 
growing up in the 1950s. He read biographies 
about the musician, watched old footage on 
Y)uTibe, tried to learn the distinct Liverpool 
accent and even how to sing and play guitar 
despite having no prior musical experience. 

“I wasn’t a musician, and the producers 
were pretty determined that, well, if they 
were going to go with me, they’d get someone 
else in to play the guitar and cut to his hands 
strumming and get someone to dub me,” 
Johnson said. 

The actor said he strongly objected to that 
idea. “Why would I do 60 percent and let 
someone else do 40? Especially when you’re 
playing John Lennon, how can you not do the 
music element as a part of him? It’s quite a big 
influential part in this film, so it kind of made 
me want to prove them wrong.” 

Ultimately Johnson’s performance helped 
the film earn the seal of approval from Len- 
non’s widow, Yoko Ono, who ended up licens- 
ing the song “Mother” to the filmmakers to 
play over the end credits.

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‘Conviction’ aiready 
f uil of controversy

Family members of a murder victim por- 
trayed in the new movie “Conviction” lashed 
out Thursday at star Hilary Swank and the 
film’s producers, questioning their morals for 
not consulting the family on the movie’s de- 
piction of their dead mother. 

“Conviction,” opening Friday tells the sto- 
ry of how working mom Betty Anne Waters 
(played by Swank) put herself through law 
school, then utilized DNA testing to get her 
brother, Kenneth Waters, freed from jail. 

The tale is based on the real-life story of 
Waters and her brother, who was convicted 
of the 1980 murder of Katharina Brow. The 
mother of two had been found in her mobile 
home with more than 30 stab wounds. Ken- 
neth Waters was convicted of her murder in 
1983 and released 18 years later. 

Through their attorney Gloria Allred, 
Melrose Brow and Charlie Brow, the real-life 
daughter and son of Katharina Brow, said 
Swank and the film’s producers had a moral 
duty to meet them before or during the film’s 
production. 

“Our family is being forced to relive the 
memory of a heinous crime,” Melrose Brow 
said at a news conference in L. A. 

Brow said she and her brother wanted to 
know whether their mom would be presented 
as the loving mother and grandmother she 
was, and if a re-enactment of the murder 
would be shown on-screen to moviegoers. 

“The film’s producers, including Ms. Swank,

have never bothered to contact” the family, 
Allred said. “We believe a proper respect for 
Ms. Brow’s family could’ve been shown.” 

“Do they have a legal duty to do it? We can 
argue about that. Do they have a moral duty? 
We say yes,” Allred added. 

The Brows said they had not seen the film, 
and Allred requested a “private screening” for 
the family 

“Conviction” does not show a re-enactment 
of the murder and focuses mostly on Swank’s 
efforts to become a qualified lawyer, her devo- 
tion to her brother and her work with the In- 
nocence Project, which aims to free wrongly 
convicted prisoners. 

At a screening Wednesday, Betty Anne Wa- 
ters spoke to an audience along with director 
Tony Goldwyn and producers and said there 
was nothing inconsistent with real-life events. 

Goldwyn said the filmmakers consulted 
with Waters extensively, but he made no men- 
tion of the Brow family, who are not featured 
in the film. 

There was no immediate reaction from 
Swank’s representatives, the film production 
company Pantheon Entertainment or its dis- 
tributor, Fox Searchlight, a division of 20th 
Century Fox.

With its opulent white marble floors, dapper door 
staff and designer handbag-toting clientele, the 
I o -month-old Elysian Hotel is quite the posh place, 
and the same goes for the three eateries inside: Ria, 
Balsan and Bernard’s Bar. That’s why it was such a 
pleasant surprise to find such value in the new Sunday 
Supper at Balsan, the more casual (but still plenty re- 
fined) of the hotel’s two restaurants. 

Launched just last month, the meal draws its in- 
spiration from the European tradition of friends and 
family rehashing the week’s events over a Sunday 
night dinner, one of chef Jason McLeod’s favorite 
memories during time spent in London. At just $29, 
we thought this multi-course meal sounded like a 
good excuse to make the most of our last night of the 
weekend. 

We were wrong to assume ... that this family-style 
meal is only for groups. True, the long tables that run 
along the center of Balsan’s dining rooms are perfect 
for passing dishes among a half-dozen diners. But the 


kitchen will portion out each course for any group, 
including one or two people. 

Be sure to bring your ... appetite. This is one hearty 
meal. We were filled to the max by two first courses, 
two entrees, two sides and dessert. If you sit at a table 
for two, you’ll start wondering where you’re going to 
put all those plates. 

You can bet on ... plenty of comforting flavors. A 
side dish of carrots and potatoes with port and raisins 
hit just the right notes on a chilly night, while a big 
bowl of bucatini tossed with short ribs was satisfy- 
ingly rich. Plump and juicy mussels served with bear- 
naise-dressed fries transported us to Europe, while a 
dessert of doughnut-like apple fritters dipped in cara- 
mel provided a simply sweet ending. 

We were charmed by ... the adorable little menu 
cards, which detail the evening’s dishes on one side 
and offer a few hand-picked cocktail, wine and beer 
suggestions on the other. At the end of the weekend, 
we felt relieved to not have to wade through a lengthy 
wine list, and the suggestions were affordable a

glass, $28-$32 a bottle). 

Don’t overlook ... the featured cocktail of 
the night. On our visit, we sipped the Local 
($io), a simple mix of rum, lime juice and sage 
that jived nicely with menu items such as the 
sage leaf-topped gnudi (gooey ricotta dump- 
lings with brown butter). 

Our only gripe ... is that inflated prices 
on basic beverages, such as $8 total for our 
friend’s two sodas, chipped away at the overall 
value of the meal. 

Make note that ... the Elysian is a no-tip- 
ping property meaning an i8 percent service 
charge already is added to your bill (likewise, 
the valet guys will turn away your tip). 

The bottom line: If you’ve got a group of ad- 
venturous eaters, you’ll feel plenty pampered 
here without blowing your whole paycheck.

New to Chicago, British import Pret 
A Manger is all about fresh food that 
tastes good, but because of the absence 
of preservatives, it doesn’t last long. 
Each of the locations (one on Adams 
open now and at 100 N. LaSalle St. 
coming soon) has its own kitchen, and 
anything left over at closing is donated 
to Chicago’s homeless. Walk in and look 
to your right to find most of the food 
on shelves along the wall. You pick and 
bring it to the counter when you’re 
ready to check out. For pastries and cof- 
fee, head straight to the counter. 

Main attraction: Fresh, fresh, fresh. 

The shredded parmesan on my chicken 
Caesar salad left the big cheese block 
recently-you could just tell. But be 
careful deciding on your exact meal 
ahead of time via the website-the 
items you want may have been eaten 
by the customer before you. When we 
dined there at 6 p.m. on a Friday (clos- 
ing is at 7), there were quite a few bare 
spaces. 

Best value: Wraps are hearty but not 
so huge that you’ll be eating for days. 
The salads are a good size too, though 
the croutons can get a little stale from 
refrigeration. One dressing is included 
with each salad and additional, decent- 
size servings will add about 50 cents to 
the final bill. All of Pret’s sodas-they call 
them Pures-are made with natural fruit 
juices and no added sugar. The flavors 
are tasty and worth the $1.71 each.
